We still find any number of folks 
who prefer to cover up their 
sicknesses by various subterfuges, 
who refuse the methods of im- 
munization offered by credited 
public authorities and let the re- 
sults be what they may. 

There is so often a quirk in our 
human makeup that makes us 
resent regulations. As for quar- 
antine, the smart thinking of a 
lot of folks leads them into a sort 
_of satisfaction if their discomfort 
and disability extends to others. 

We shall never be able to repay 
sufficiently the pioneers in the 
field of exploratory medicine. 
‘Much of the research in the fields 
of infection and contagion has 
.been made at the expense of un- 
measured sacrifice and at the 
‘constant risk of life and health. 

We are inclined to give the 
term of adventure to mountain 
climbing and the sailing of un- 
charted seas whether of water or 
air. The research in preventive 
medicine and aseptic surgery has 
been quite as exciting. and just 
as ful! of adventure. It has meant 
many expeditions of the wildest 
sort and living for months under 
the most. unfavorable circum- 
stances. 

Research work of a. medical 
nature is extending to far islands 
.of the sea, into jungle lands, and 
among primitive peoples. 


’ ND ali because others who 

are adventuring in commer- 
cial products and some who are 
bent upon mere pleasure and di- 
version are visiting these far 
places and carrying back to their 
homes the diseases contracted 
uring thei: travels. 


The least we can do is to ac- 
knowledge the benefits of medical 
effort in trying to rid us of the 
waste anc suffering of prevent- 
able disease. 

We are fortunate if we may 
live where the air is clear: and 
the water pure. There is much 
that we can do for ourselves in 
observing the ordinary Jaws of 
hygiene .and in conserving our 
own forees -of resistance. When 
we observe the health regulations 
worked out by years of study. we 
sre makirs a contribution to 
public welfare cnd_ proteeting 
ouiselves.

The same motion that you use 
when swimming with the breast 
stroke is excellent for develop- 
ing a flat chest and filling out 
hollows.
